THE TEST OATH. 
The President's suggestion iu his brief mes- 
Rage sent to Congress to-day, that he favored 
a total repeal of the test oath, was promptly 
followed by the introduction of a bill to that 
effeet, and its reference inthe Senate. The 
bill repealing, as applies to all persons who 
participated in the Confederate service, but 
who are not disqualified by the Fourteenth 
amendment, became a law to-day without the 
President's signature, as he informed the 
Senate in the message referred wo.

tion, for that universal security to lite and 
property which lie at the bottom of good 
government, and without whose presence 
and guiding light no party tenure is sure 
and no political administration is safe or 


That excess of every kind must be paid 
for is a rule not less in government than 
in nature; and just as soon as the excesses 
of the Radicals are met by a uniform 
spirit of moderation shall we begin to ob. 
tain those general and solid advantages 
which pretace a change of parties. Already 
we have seen. the good effects of the prin- 
ciples of national union and peace which 
have directed the Democratic: movement 
in certain States in both sections. The 
principles must, and we trust they 
will, become the controlling spirit 
of the whole country and of the next 
canvass, so that the schemes of the Rad- 
ical leaders will be thwarted by a popular 
demonstration that cannot be resisted.

It is not 
possible to doubt that its primary effect 
will be to do away with small States—that 
is to say, to continue the policy of central- 
ization in European polity. Philosophers 
have often pointed out the great advan- 
tages which the existence of small States 


stice e onlers on Europe. It used to be said that 


States lixe Weimar and Frankfort had a lite, 
a spirit and an intellectual character of their 
own, which tended to keep up that variety 
which is a0 desirable in the general stock 
of ideas; that Bavaria and Wurtemberg 
had each contributed a school of theology 
ot a novel. and valuable kind; and that 
even in Reuss and Lippe there was a 
serenity and a gentle flow of babyish hap- 
piness which the intelligent tourist missed 
elsewhere. 

Following out this train of thought and 
guided by their researches into history 
theorists and poets have pronounced that 
unity isa mistake for Italy, and that the 
Itahans would be showing true wisdom 
and an apprehension of their proper na- 
tional bent if they resolved themselves into 
a federation of little States, and if Flor 
ence, Genoa and Venice once more had 
small territories. under their special dom- 
mation. Bolder enthusiasts have even de- 
clared that & general resolution of every 
European State into a number of small 
States is the dream and goal of the future, 
But it will at any rate be impossible

The very same things are also required 

to ward off such a first blow. Not to be 
beaten at once will henceforth be the aim 

of all nations that cling to safety and inde- 
pendence; and, in order not to be beaten at 
once, nations must be prepared, as Prussia 
was, and as France was not. There is no 

time given in modern warfare to develop 

resources, to collect troops, to make ships, 


to provide means of transport. The big 
fatal blow is dealt at once, and, if it suc- 
ceeds, its success is overwhelming. Com-

' tably to make war less likely to take place, 
indeed, little about the matter except as it
